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REMARKS 

Claims 1-21 are pending. By this Amendment, claims 1,16, and 21 are amended. 

Applicants' representative appreciates the courtesy extended by the Examiner in 
the telephonic interview of June 7, 2005. Applicants have submitted amendments to clarify the 
requirement that the data on the data field that is affixed to the display sheet can activate all of 
the plurality of accounts associated with the plurality of cards. Applicants believe the 
amendments to the claims are consistent with the language and the issues discussed during that 
interview and would appreciate an opportunity to modify the amendments in the event that the 
Examiner still has concerns. 

In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that this application is in condition for 
allowance.
